WOMEN CHAINED 
INTHE COMMONS 
SHOWERED BILLS 


Remarkable Demonstration |s 


Made in Parliament For 
Woman Suffrage 


‘TWO WOMEN CHAINED 


TO GALLERY OF ROUSE 


In That Position They Bombarded 
the Commons With Hand-Bills 
in Favor of Suaffrage-.Wom- 
en Finally Removed and 
With Them Part of 
Galiery. 


London, October 28.—Suffragette dis- 
turbances have driven the government 
to the unsual course of temporarily clos- 
ing the strangers and ladies’ galleries in 
the house of commons. This wag an- 
nounced by the speaker in response to 
a question from Premier Asquita and 
Mr. Balfour, the leader of the opposi- 
tion, as parliament was adjourning to- 
night. 

During the evening, while the house 
was discussing the licensing bill, a sen- 
sation was caused by the display af a 
placard and sudden shrill cries from 
the ladies’ gallery, demanding votes for 
women, while simultaneously a bundle 
of nandbills fluttered down from the 
strangers’ gallery at the opposite end 
of the chamber, and a man shouted 
protest, against “injustice to women.” 

Two Women Chained, 

Attendants hurried to the galleries, 
and the male offender was unceremon- 
iously ejected, but from the ladies’ gal- 
lery sounds were heard of a desperate 
struggle. Two suffragettes had firmly 
chained themselves to the. grille, and 
resisted for a time ail efforts at re- 
moval, crying continuously in shrill 
tones their demands for votes. 

The scene” was watched..with amaze- 
ment from the floor of the house, but 


finally the suffragettes were -dragged 
from their posts and removed, but 


only after portions of the grille were} 


removed with them.

F..J. Wadden, 
agent for the Sinnamahoning Powder 
Company, of Huntington, W. Va., tes- 
tified that he had instrnctions from 
Eugene duPont to go down and “cut 
out’ the Chattanooga company, regard- 
less of prices. 

“IT locatéd the trade supplied by the 
Chattanooga company,” said the wit- 
ness, ‘by the aid of the railroads, and 
took it away from them.’’ 

Asked what was the lowest price at 
which he was selling, Mr. Waddell re- 
plied, on being so ingtructed by Com- 
missioner Mehaffey, that it was 79 
cents a keg, or approximately 30 cents 
below cost. 

In 1895, he continued, the Chattanooga 
company wae sold out by the duPont 
and the Laflin & Rand powder com- 
panies. The southern company pow. 
der mills were so0ld to the same per- 
sons who purchased the Chattanooga 
property, he said. 

The trade of the Aetna, the Miami 
and the American powder companiea, 
however, were respected by the DuPont 
company, the witness said, but he was 
instructed to get the trade of the 
PDeyptian Powder Company. In his ef. 
forts to do this, he festified to under- 
selling at {0 cents a keg to a coal com- 
pany,’ thus securing~a 16,000-keg con- 
tract. The hearing was adjourned .to 
tomorrow. \

There Is Now Ample Reason to Be- 
lieve That Possibly a Dozen

Camp Nemo, Reelfoot 
October 28.—The blood 
Quentin Rankin, which has been crying 
aloud for vengeance from the lonely 
hollow below Walnut Log for the past 
week, has at last heard an echoing 
cry, and justice, it seems, is about to 
gather into its hands the assassins. 

Within, one week from the time 
soldiers of Tennessee, under the 
sonal direction of Governor M. R. Paf- 
terson, spread their tents in the heart 
of the night rider district, evidence of 
the most convincing and damaging na- 
ture has been unearthed, and tonight 
there is ample reason to belleve that 
possibly a dozen men under guaftd in 
Camp Nemo will dangle at the end of 
rope. 

Ferriner Has Confessed. 
Frank Ferriner has confessed, and 
has implicated ten or twelve men now 
in custody. He gave names, and it 1s 
understood went into full details. 

It is gathered on reliable authority 
that he will be taken for safekeeping 
at once to Nashville. Memphis or Jack- 
son, with the probability that he will 
go to Nashville. 

Today and tonight Ferriner has been 
carefully guarded in an isolated tent. 
Ferriner’s confession came after.a long 
gruelling examination in “Colone! Ta- 
tom’s tent last night, which lasted 
three hours. Governor Patterson, tn 
person, probed the witness ,and his 
questions were most searching. Pvi- 
dence is developing daily ina most 
satisfactory degree, and the governor 
expressed himself tonight as highly 
pleased with what has been brought 
out. 

“We are getting some mighty strong 
evidence,” he said, “and I am confiden: 
we will discover this marauding band 
and secure convictions.” 

Besides Ferriner, four other men sare 
guarded in s@parate tents tonight. 
They ate Tom’ Johnsen, of Hornbeak. 
alleged to be one of the night rider 
captains: his cousin, Garrett Johnson, 
of Spout Springs, also alleged to be a 
captain of the crew: Will Watson, cap- 
tured vesterday, who is under. indict- 
ment in Lake county for whipping Old 
man Wynne, and Pred Pinion and a 
man named Thorn. j 

About twenty-three additional 
oners were brought in today. 
of them are wanted as witnesses, but 
three who were apprehended are fre- 
garded as important arrests. They are 
Fred Pinion. J. A. Johnson and R. IL. 
Knight. These were examined on the 
arrival at camp tonight of Major R. E. 
Martin and his detachment bringing 
eight or ten prisoners. Governor Pat- 
terson conducted the court of inquiry In 
his tent. examining singly those brought 
in. The examination lasted several 
hours. It is believed that more. im- 
portant evidence was elicited. 

Arrests Namber Eighty-five. 

The total arrests, including today's 
round-up, since the troops arrived here, 
is eighty-five, and of this number it is 
alleged that half or one-third belong to 
the night riders’ band. 

Sheriff Dawson, of Dyer county, and 
Ernest Rice, special deputy, and a 
squad of men left here this morning 
for Tiptonville to take ' Ted Burton 
from the jail there to Union county. 
Rumors have reached camp here that 
an effort may be made to lynch Bur- 
ton, but Sheriff Haynes, of Lake coun- 
ty, who is here, thinks no such effort 
is likely. 

Burton was the first man arrested on 
the arrivai of the troops here one week 
ago. He charged with being im- 
piicated in the whipping of Squire G. 
Wynne, of Lake county, some months 
ago, and according to the confession 
attributed to him, he is a member of 
the night riders’ clan. 

Editor Was Arrested. 

Major J. Bright Horton, leading a 
detachment of soldiers ment out this 
morning, returned to camp at 4 p. m., 
today, having itn charge James M. 
Brice, editor of The Troy News Banner. 
Mr. Brice was tmmediately ordered re- 
leased, as it was clear that a mistake 
had been made, as Brice is not only a 
prominem amd law-abiding citizen of 
his town, but one of the best known 
newspaper men in west Tennessee. Be- 
fides, he has consistently, relentlessly 
and fearlessly denounced night riding 
ever since it appeared in this section. 
Colonel Tatom gave out a statement 
Tegarding the matter, to. the effect that 
the arrest of Brice was the result of a 
misunderstanding of orders as much his 
fault as anybody's.

A.. was adopted today by the conven- 
tion meeting here, after a spirited dis- 
eussion. The location for the monu- 
ment that has been the cause of 80 
much discussion will be decided upon 
tomorrow. The inscriptions are as fol- 
lows, as they will appear when the 
monument unvelled: 


On the Front—“In memory of Captain 
Henry Wirz, C. S&S A. Born Zurieh, 
Switzerland, !822. Sentenced to death 
and executed at Washington, D. C., 
November 1/5, 1865. To rescue his name | 
from the stigma attached to it by em-| 
hittered prejudice, this shaft is erected | 
by the Georgia division of the United | 
Daughters of the Confederacy.” 

On Second Side—“‘Discharging his duty 
with such humanity as the harsh cir- 
cumstances of the times and the policy 
of the foe permitted, Captain Wirz be- 
came at last the victim of a mia- 
directed popular clamor. He was ar- 
rested in time of peace, while under the 
protection of a parole, tried by a mili- 
tary commission of a service to which 
he did not belong, and condemned to 
ignominous death on charges of exces- 
sive cruelty to federa! prisoners. He 
indignantiv spurned a pardon proffered 
on condition that he woull incrim- 
inate President Davis and thus ex- 
onerate himself from charges of which, 
both were innocent.”

PERMANENT FEATURE 


Rallroad Commission Will 
‘Roads, Wharves and Terminals 
Personally in Futare. 

The personal inspection of roadways, 
wiiarves and terminals by members of 
the railroad commission of Georgia will 
be made a permanent feature of the 

commission's work. 

The work of inspection of properties 
under the jurisdiction of the commrs- 
sion will be more diligently prosecuted 
in future. 

Chairman McLendon yesterday stated 
that while the legislature had not made 
any appropriations with whica to pay 
traek inspectors, the commission was 
nevertheless temporarily using a part of 
its contingent fund to have this work 
done. He stated that it was a matter 
of congratulation that there had Deen 
no disastrous accidents and practically 
no serious persona] injuries in the state 
during this year: With 6,700 miles of 
track to inspect, the task is a very 
large one, and the railroads are being 
urged to give the closest attention to 
the condition of their tracks and the 
gafe movement of their trains, 

The inspectors, who have for some 
time and are now at work under tne 
commission, are required ty report not 
only upon tne physical condition of the 
roadbeds, but they are also required 
to report the name and postoffice ad- 
dress of each section foreman, the 
length of his section. the number of 
section hands in his employ, his own 
pay and the pay of his nands. They are 
also required to report the condition of 
the buildings, particularly the condition 
of passenger stations, the number of 
c%rs on each sidetrack and whether 
these cars are empty or loaded, and to 
observe and report the condition of pas- 
sanger equipment and the equipment 
of passenger trains. As these reports 
come in. all evils set out are immedi- 
ately conrmmunicated to the railroads and

The 
State orders his name, term of sentence and certain other facts kept: but 
any measurements or photographs that would lead to his capture are 
not kept. 

Other enlightened states keep statistics of labor. Georgia keeps none. 
Others keep statistical records of new industries, new railroads, banks and 
other enterprises. Georgia keeps none. Others keep crop statistics. Not 
so Georgia. 

Georgia's county land maps have been out of date for thirty years. No 
appropriation has been made to bring them up to date, despite the repeated 
requests of the secretary of state. 

Prior to January 1 of this year no official of the state could produce 
a record of the prohibition counties, the dispensary counties and the wet 
counties of Georgia. it was nobody's business to keep it and nobody did 
keep it.

Judge Broyles can now, in cases 
Of possession for the purpose of sale, 
a violation of the city code, assess a 
fine, levy a stockade sentence, or both, 
In cases of whisky sale, which is a 
Violation of the state law, and which 
embraces a violation of the city code, 
the recorder can bind over to the state 
courts, and also exercise the authority 
granted under the ruling which touches 
city offenses. 

The limit of the recorder’s authority 
in the former instance, therefore, will 
be a $500 fine, a stockade sentence of 
thirty days, or both, and in the latter, 
a binding over to the higher court and 
the penalty for the city offense in ad- 
dition.

“How does this declaration strike the 
people of Georgia? A vote for Taft is 
a vote to approve this plank, and when 
we remember reconstruction days and 
what the republican party did for the 
intelligent white people of this state 
we are amazed that any Georgian can 
be even luke-warm in his hostility to 
a party that flaunts afresh the ahove 
negro plank in his.face and boasts of 
its shameless record in attempting to 
force upon the white people of the 
south political and social equality.

“The appropriation for the army in 
1897 (the year before tne Spanish war), 
was $23.278,402; the approriation for tne 
army for 1908 was $78,634;582. It will be 
seen that during the last eleven years 
the appropriation for the army increased 
more than 200 per cent. It is more than 
three times what it was in 1897. As 
there is no new necessity except impe- 
rialism, it follows that imperialism must 
explain this enormous increase in our 
army appropriation. 

‘Lastly. in the words of Thomas Jet- 
ferson, democracy stands for— 

“10. The support. of the state govern- 
ments in al! their rights; as the most 
competent administrationg for our 4do- 
mestic concerns and the surest bubwarks 
against anti-republican tendencies; the 
preservation of the general government 
in its whole constitutional vigor, ag the 
sheet anchor of Our peace at home and 
safety abroad.’

HERE two telephone 
subscribers are served 
moaeee DY one line the service 
they receive is known as “du- 
plex” Service. This class of-ser-- 
vice is for small users of the 
telephone. and neither party on 
the line 1s expected to monopo- 
lize it.

“busy,” and the other tele- 
phone cannot be used for either 
incoming or outgoing messages. 

When you call a “duplex”

The other telephone may be in 
use and in that case “the line is 
busy.”

San Francisco, Otoecbder 28.—Dr. Ham- 
liton Wright, of Washington, sailed yes- 
terday for the Orient to attend the in- 
ternatlonal conference at Shanghai on 
January !, which has for its purpose tne 
asssitance of China jin the vowed desire 
of that empire to abolish opium smoking 
among the Chinese people, 

Dr. Wright, after explaining that this 
use at most but 100,000 
pounds of opium for medicinal purposes, 
called attention to tae fact that the 
customs @@cords show imports of 500,000 
pounds of medicinal opium and an aé- 
ditional 160,000 of smoking opium. 
He said: 

‘From 50 to 80 per cent of the opium 
in this <Ountry is put to illicit uses. 
Among the Chinese of this country about 
20 per cent are i confirmed opium 
smokers, 30 per cent occasional] smokers, 
25 per cent use opium on holidays and 
upon other infrequent occasions, and 
25 per cent are total abstainers. Among 
white people opium smoking is confined 
almost éntirely to the criminal classes,”

TO OVERAWE JAPANESE 


Sensational Statement Is Made by 

United States Senator Dixon of 
Washington. 

Mont., October 28.—That 
the Atlantic fleet was sent to Ja. 
pan at the request of the em- 
bperor to overawe Mutsuhito’s = sub- 
jevts, was the statement made by 
United States Senator Joseph M. Dixon 
in an address here last night.

Chicago, October 28.—Favorable 
weather for the fall-sown crop of wheat 
in this country had a depressing effect 
today on the local wheat market, 
prices at the close being % to 4@%*c 
lower. Corn and oats were steady and 
provisions easy. 

Trade in the wheat pit today lacked 
the-.activity which characterized yes- 
terday’s session, and sentiment during 
the greater part of the day was bear. 
ish. At the opening prices were \% to 
%c lower than the previous close, and 
after fluctuating over a range of bare- 
ly 4%c throughout the day, they were, 
at the close, almost at the exact point 
where they were when trading began. 
The Argentina situation was a puzZle 
to local traders, and news from that 
country was conflicting. One report 
claimed that the damage to the wheat 
crop by frost covered an area of 5,000,- 
000 acres, Or about 25 per cent of the 
total wheat area of the country. The 
extent of the damage, however, was 
not stated. Other dispatches placed the 
injury all the way from 6 to per 
cent of the total crop. More rain was 
reported in sections of the southwest, 
and although sOme_ reports were re. 
ceived stating that the new-sown crop 
in many places still lacked sufficient 
moisture for proper growth, the ma- 
jority of traders here were inclined to 
sell wheat as a result of the more fa- 
vorable weather. Demand for cash 
wheat in the northwest was again ac- 
tive, and Duluth reported considerabie 
wheat “worked’’ for export. Minneap- 
Olis, Duluth and Chicago reported re- 
ceipts of 556 cars against 648 last week 
and 590 a year ago.
